Women Teachers May Wea 
and Have Children, the 
Board Decides. 


Superintendent Rules Word 
“Male” Must Be Dropped 


from Regulations, 


In the Future Both Sexes Are 
to Be Paid the Same 
Salaries.

INCINNATI (0.) Jan. 24.—{E=- 
C clusive Dispatch.) Men and 

women teachers in the Cincinnati 
public schools were put on an equal 
Plane at a meeting of the school 
board this afternoon sitting as «@ 
committee of the whole. The ban 
against marriage by women teachers 
during the term of their employment 
was swept away when the board gave 
approval to the most sweeping 
changes ever proposed in the history 
of the public schools. 

The suggestions came from Supt. 
Condon, and in some respects are 
radical departures from rules estab< 
lished at the beginning of the city’s 
school system. 

Dr. Condon’s recommendations and 
the approval given by the board prob- 
ably will be proclaimed as a com- 
plete recognition of the prificiple of 
equal rights in pay and privileges for 
men and wemen teachers. Some of 


the more important of the changes, 
all of which were given imme- 


diate approval, and only one of two | 
referred merely to work out a plan 


of putting them in effect, are: 

That the word “mate” be omitted 
from rule 11, Thiswould place women 
on a par with men in all felds of edu- 
cational endeavor, 
eligible for principalships and ever 
for the superintendency, 

That from rule 21 the fhewing 
words will be omitted: “Any female 
teacher shall forfeit her position ty 
marrying during the term of her ap- 
pointment.” This change would 
move the ban that has been on 
riage and motherhood privileges, Fe- 
pealing the rule prohibiting the em- 
ployment of married women és school 
teachers. 

SUPT. CONDON’'S VIEWS. 


Discussing his recommendations tn 
his report Supt. Condon eald: “IT make 
each of these recommendations for 
the same purpose, namely in behalf of 
a broader recognition of the merit 
system, a System which should leave 
those charged with the appointment 
and promotion of teachers free to ap- 
point and promote to each 
the one person who by training and 
successful experience is best fitted for 
the position to be filed and who by 
personal merit is most entitled to 
recognition. In the application of 
the ‘merit system’ we need to clearly 
discriminate as to the method of 
measuring merit. In devising a sye- 
tem which shall give the clearest 


recognition to the merit principle we . 


need to be careful not to so hedge the 
lines of procedure about with rules 
and regulations that we prevent our- 
selves from doing the one-thing we 
most desire to do, vis., to recognise 
and reward merit in the individual 
teacher, irrespective of other consid- 
erations. 

“Without extended discussion I 
wish to record my pronounced oppe- 
sition to any rule which prevents the 
consideration of the merits of men 
and women for any educational posi- 
tion upon an equal basis. I do not 
Ndtieve it ie good for the men, for 
the women, for the schools to have 
a rule which by its very terms creates 
a privileged class upon the sole basis 
of sex. 

“I dissent strongly, too, from the 
position that the subject of merit 
should be bounded by a geographical 
line, and third, I do not believe we 
should draw the line between married 
and unmarried teachers. Few mar- 
ried women care to teach school. 
When they do, if they are women of 
superior attainments, I do not believe 
we should deprive the schools of their 
services.”

MOYER INCIDENT 
OFF THE BOOKS. 


Grand Jury Ignores Calumet 
A gitator’s Deportation. 


Apparently Regarded It for 
Best Interests of All. 


Could See No Harm in 
Kicking Him Over Line.

HOUGHTON (Mich.) Jan. 24.~—A 
“no bill” was reported today by the 
special grand jury which has been in- 
vestigating the alleged kidnaping 
and forcible deportation of Charles H. 
Moyer and James Tanner, officials of 
the Western Federation of Miners, on 
the night of December 26. 

Seventeen citizens were named in 
the presentment, which covered only 
the alleged assault on Moyer in Han- 
cock, It developed that Special 
Prosecutor Nichols did not seek an in- 
dictment for the actual deportation of 
Moyer and Charles H. Tanner. . 

Four other “no  Dilis” in cases 
growing out of strike disorders were 
presented. One true bill was re- 
turned, hut, as the charge is a felony, 
it was not made public. 

Nichols said he had explained to the 
jury that, in his opinion, the statute 
on kidnaping did not apply to the 
deportation of Moyer and Tanner be- 
cause the union men were not forcibly 
sent out of the State, but were left to 
take their own course this side of the 
State line, and because there could 
be no possible claim that there was 
any intent to confine them against 
their will within the State or to hold 
them in service outside this State_. 

Twenty-seven witnesses were exam- 
ined in the Moyer case and the jury 
deliberated over it two days. 

The impossibility of getting wit- 
nesses who could positively identify 
the men in the crowd that assaulted 
Moyer, #6 said to have been the main 
reason a “no bill” was returned in 
the case. 

The prosecution's presentment was 
that W. P. Hensley, Peter Murphy, H. 
Stuart Goodell, John MacNaughton, 
R. B. Harkness, John Hickok, Ferdi- 
nando Petermann, Edgar Rashleigh, 
James Wills, Harry Reed, Leigh Swift,

Will Contest Petition for Rehearing 
of Rate on Imperial Valley Cotiou 
to Harbor... 

City Attorney Stephens yesterday 
took a hand in.the struggle of Los 
Angeles harbor for its share of freight 
tonnage. He announced that the city 
will intervene in the event that the 
State Rallroad Commission grants a 
rehearing to the Southern Pacific of 
the rate of 40 cents a hundred for 
cotton shipments from Imperial Val- 
bey. 

The commission considered an ap- 
Plication for a rate of 49 cents on 
cotton to San Francisco and 35 cents 
to Los Angeles harbor. The rate to 
this harbor had been nearly double 
that amount. But the commission 
did not disturb the San Francisco Bay 
rate of 65 cents a hundred, and made 
a fate of 40 cents a hundred to Los 
Angeles. This differential of 25 cents,

POLITICAL TIPS. 


If the man will not go to the moun- 
tain, the mountain must go to the 
man, to paraphrase the old saying. 
It is in this way that Roosevelt will 
be the Presidential candidate of the 
Republican party at the next national! 
election, according to Jacob Riis of 
New York. ‘Theodore Roosevelt,”’ he 
says, “will be a candidate for the 
Presidency in 1916 if the people want 
him, but a condition precedent to 
his acceptance of the nomination of 
the Republican party must be its 
adoption of the principles Roosevelt 
stood for in the last election.” 

Let's dismiss the subject. The Re- 
publican party will have its own can- 
didate in 1916, and his name wil! not 
Roosevelt. 

Boston should feel humiliated, but 
probably is only laughing at its new 
Mayor, James M. Curley, who has 
been placed in office. by the Demo- 
cratic majority. Curley has a jail 
record, but that did not count against 
him in Democratic estimation, and as 
a bracer for his administration he 
has suggested the sale of the famous 
Public Garden for $10,000,000, which 
he would use to pay some city bills. 
This was too much for Mayor Fitz- 
gerald, also a Democrat, who prompt- 
ly remarked that Curley was “talking 
through his hat.” The Public Gar- 
dens are built on land bought by the 
city in 1859, and are one of the 
beauty spots of the city, with their 
flowers, ornamental shrabbery, ponds 
and statuary. According to acts of 
the city government and the Legis- 
lature of 1859, the land cannot be 
sold, and no building can ever be 
erected upon it. But these little 
things do not ruffle such a progres- 
sive Democrat as Mayor. Curley. 


State's rights in the matter of elect- 


ceived a jolt at the hands of the 
Senate Committee on Privileges and 
Elections. The committee voted to 
seat Blair P. Lee of Maryland to suc- 
ceed Senator Jackson, a Republican, 
though his State had not enacted the 
usual legislation for the election of 
Senators since the amendment to the 
national Constitution was ratified.

What Wil- 
son said was less offensive to the 
British government than what Lewis 
said, but the latter wears a different 
political stripe, and has had the 
temerity to demand of the President 
the right to dictate political appoint- 
ments In Illinois, and the President 
has evidently granted the demand.

USEFULNESS OUTLIVED. 


New York's First Skyscraper Com- 
ing Down with Beginning of New 
“World's Highest Building.” 

{New York Sun:] Wreckers will 
finish within a few days taking down 


New York's first skyscraper, familiar- 
ly known as the old Tower block. It 
is 129 feet high. Plans were placed 
on fie with the Bureau of Buildings 
last week for the proposed build- 
ing of the Pan-American States As- 
sociation to occupy a whole block 
and to be 801 feet high, or fifty feet 
higher than the Woolworth tower, 
which now holds the record for 
height among the buildings of the 
world. It is just twenty-six years 
since the city was thrilled by the an- 
nouncement of a high building to be 
erected under a new plan of construc- 
tion in which a steel frame formed 
an essential part, and many were the 
predictions of its failure. Nobody is 
thrilled today by the Pan-American 
building plans, for they mark a step 
only toward the 1000-foot building 
which everyone believes is bound to 
come unless the municipal! authorities 
take action soon on the proposed 
height limitation. 

The story of the old Tower build- 
ing is one of the best illustrations 
that can be given of the rapidity with 
which New York City has moved dur- 
ing the last quarter century. It came 
as an experiment, gained success in 
spite of general ridicule and finally 
formed a beginning for all high bulld- 
ings of recent times. Now it has out- 
lived its usefulness. It cannot com- 
pete with the giants of its own fam- 
ily and, like all ancestors, it is to be 
laid away in its grave, which in this 
case is the second-hand material 
man's yard. 


POMONA BRIEFS. 

POMONA, Jan. 24.—The Entertain- 
ment and Reception committees of 
the iocal Chamber of Commerce are 
making arrangements for the enter- 
tainment of the Utah tourists, who 
are expected here over the Salt Lake 
Railroad on February 2.

Building Publication Declares Recent 

Wave Damage Along Coast Should 

Result in Precautionary 

{Southwest Contractor:] Too little 
careful study has been given the sub- 
ject of coast erosion and protection of 
our coast lines, judging from the re- 
cent destructive action of the heavy 
Seas along the Atlantic shore and the 
continued erosion of the high tides 
on the Pacific Coast at Redondo, Ven- 
ice, Playa del Rey and Santa Bar- 
bara. 


Coast erosion and sea defenses are 
engineering subjects of much more 
prominence abroad than in the United 
States. This is probably owing to more 
frequent encroachment there by man 
on the foreshore, and higher values 
of shore property. That the subjects 
will need more attention in this coun- 
try is evident from the recent experi- 
ences at Los Angeles, at one end of 
the country, and at Seabright, N. J., 
at the other. 

The destruction was the greater at 
Seabright, where damage amounting 
to about $1,000,000 was caused to 
shore property by two storms coming 
a week apart. English engineers have 
amassed a great deal of experience 
along these lines, and it is not amiss 
to direct the attention of American 
engineers to it.

IVISION OF 
HARBOR WORK. 


COMMISSION CREATES THREE 
DEPARTMENTS. 


Bach Member to Have Certain 
Specific Duties and Correlative Au- 
thority—Pian Adopted to Secure 
Greater Efficiency and Bigger Ke- 
sults in Development. 


The Harbor Commission yesterday 
took final action on the plan for a 
clear-cut division of work amorg 
the three members of the board, in 
order to obtain the highest degree of 
efficiency in handling harbor devel- 
opment work. 

Hereafter there will be three gen- 
eral departments. The department 
of construction and maintenance will 
be in the hands of President Wood- 
man; Commissioner Gilmer will be 
in charge of the department of ap- 
eration and control; Commissioner 
Gordon will have the department of 
commerce and traffic. 

All matters going before the com- 
mission are to be referred to their 
proper departments unless they 
shall be otherwise designated by a 
majority vote of the board. 

Under the department of construc- 
tion and maintenance will be placed 
the engineering department. Presi- 
Gent Woodman's section will have to 
do with the construction and main- 
tenance of channels, slips, wharves, 
warehouses, highways, railroads, ter- 
minals, boats of all kinds, and all 
other matters requiring engineering 
knowledge and skill. . 

The department of operation and 
control will have the task of ac- 
tvally running the harbor business— 
making and enforcing rules and regu- 
lations for the government of the 
Port of Los Angles and the opera- 
tion of mitinicipally-owned utilities at 
the harbor. 

Upon the department of traffic 
and commerce will devolve the re- 
sponsibility of achieving practical re- 
sults for the city in the way of build- 
ing up the commerce of the harbor, 
fo that Los Angeles may obtain 
financial returns from its investment 
at the water front. 

The ramifications of this depart- 
ment are so varied that their possi- 
bilities can only be surmised at the 
present time. They will include ne- 
gotiations for traffic for municipal 
wharves and warehouses: for estab- 
liahment of industries on municipal 
fands set aside for this purpose; 
world-wide . advertising of the city 
and its resources, and its tributary 
territory, as well as the port and its 
facilities, in order to build up profit- 
able traffic With all parts of the 
world; campaigns to secure new 
railroad lines and proper terminal 
rates, etc.: compilation of statistics 
that have direct bearing on the city’s 
growth and harbor business; looking 
after the proper distribution of cars 
fe. the accommodation of the traf- 
fe at the wharves, and numerous 
other details that have a direct bear- 
Ing upon the increase of harbor traf- 
fic 


Under the plan of reorganization 
the secretary will be under the juris- 
diction of the board as a whole and 
f» to have supervision of the general 
clerical force. . 

When harbor business ix further 
developed, it t# provided that there 
shall be an accounting department, 
under the general supervision of the 
teard, to check freight receipts and 
ear accounting in connection with 
the harbor terminal: checking wharf- 
age, dockage and warehouse receipta, 
pllotage, towage, rentals. franchise 
texes, etc., and keeping the books of 
the department. 

The collector of harbor revenues 
wil) be under the jurisdiction of the 
board as @ whole, and all moneys 
eeliected tw him must be deposited 
weekly in the ctty treasury, to the 
credit of the proper fund, and a re- 
port of such collections and deposits 
must be filed with the board. 

Each member of the Harbor Com- 
miesion will at once enter upon his 
eegregated duties. The heads of the 
three departments bave each given 
much individual study to the prob- 
lems tnvolwed therein and there will 
be a friendly rivairy in promoting 
the utmost efficiency in advancing 
the general cause of harbor develop- 
ment, physically and as to traffic ex- 
pansion.

“The effect of the importation from 
Argentine and Australia has been 
more sentimental than real,”’ he de- 
clares. 
“There has never been enough sur- 
Plus of these foreign importations 
and American cattle to crowd the 
market: Canadian shippers, among 
the first to take advantage of the 
tariff, rushed all available stock to 
this country. It took them only «a 
short time to run short and decidedly 
Increased the price of beef in their 
own country. 
“This same thing has been done 
{n other foreign meat-producing 
countries. price of beef has 
jumped. upward suddenly and the 
growers have realized that if they 
desire to participate in the profits of 
future cattle production, they must 
be a little conservative and prepare 
to raise more instead of less beef. 
The advancing price of cattle has 
also actea sharply in the advance of 
land valués, consequently in the cost 
of production.” 


Bringing beef merely from the 
producer to the packer is a far cry 
from the consumer, and it is the 
endeavor of this article to point to 
some of the reasons for the high 
price of steaks, roasta, chops and 
other portions of the beef that are 
costing anywhere from 15 to 90 cents 
a pound over the Dbutcher-shop 
counter. 

Having discussed the original cost, 
it will take mot a paragraph or two 
to show the cost of beef to the retail 
dealer from the consumer. ‘ 

Best steers, when taken in the 
whole carcas, are now 12% cents 
pound, an advance of about a half 
cent, having been made during the 
past week, despite the reduction in 
the prices of hay, the green feed that 
is coming In and the apparently heavy 
importation of foreign meat. Big 
downtown meat dealers buy entirely 
by the whale beef, small dealers by 
certain pieces, most in demand. 

THE PRICES. 

When they buy a short loin, they 
pay 21 cents. An eight-rib cut costs 
them 15 cents. Round and butts 
costs 14 cents, a good tenderloin cut 
about 35 cents. Thus it can readily 
be seen that they are at a slight dis- 
advantage in the buying, which, how- 
ever, ameliorates iwelf in the cost of 
doing business at lower rents, less 
help and so on. 

When a consumer steps up to the 
counter and asks for a porterhouse 
steak, the meat the butcher paid 21 
cents for is worth 40 cents. Five 
years ago it was worth 30 cents. A 
comperative price list of principal 
cuts, the first showing the present 
price and the second the price five 
years ago, will be interesting. Tea- 
bone steak, now 30 cents, was 25: 
sirloin, 28, was 22%; round steak, 22, 
formerly 15 cents a pound, or’ two 
poun@s for 25 cents; an ordinary 
tenderioin, 58 cents, and the most 
select, 90 cents, against 35 cents. 

Roasts follow the same percentage 
of advance. A prime rib worth 25 
cents was 17%, a rimp 20 was 12%, 
a shoulder 26, sold from 10 to 12% 
cents. Soup bones that formerly were 
given away, or sold at about 3 cents. 
now sel] for 8 cents. Hearts that sold 
at 10 cents each are worth 10 cents 
a pound, and there are three pounds 
in an average heart. Tongues, kid- 
neys, liver and other offal hase in- 
creased in the same ratio. 

The middleman gets the profits, you 
are probably saying to yourself. Look 
*t the difference in the prices you are 
paying and what the butcher pays. 
Anyone can see there is a difference. 
But the butcher declares that there 
are no big profits and that there have 
been as many failures, if not more, in 
the meat-market business, propor- 
tionately, than in any other line of 
trade. And his figures on black and 
white go to prove that he is not get- 
ing rich. 

ONE CENT PROFTT. 


Peter Young, head of Young's Mar- 
ket Company, which operates the 
largest retail meat business in the 
city, having four downtown stores, is 
a stickler for the new science of sys- 
tem. He can show you that there is 
hut one cent profit on every one of 
the 10,000 packages of meat sold by 
his house every day of the year. 

“We are glad to get that one cent 


our business,” he declares. 

“There are many reasons why the 
profit in meat is not what people on 
the outside imagine. Our gross sales 

“t year amounted to $1,2564,190.84 
Our gross profit on that # meat was 
18.18 per cent. Out of that gross 
profit we have had to*figure the cost 
of operation, the payment of our 
rents, of ovr employees, of our elec- 


tricity, heat and many other inct- 
dentals. What is left is net profit; 
that net profit. closely figured, 


amounts to one cent on every pack- 
age we sell over the counter or de- 
liver through phone orders.” 


BUTCHER-SCIENTIST. 


The butcher business, according to 
Young, is no more a hit and miss 
problem. The old saw about being as 
bungling es a butcher is out of date. 
The butcher of today must be «a 
scientifically-trained man. He must 
be able to cut more closely, trim out 
every ounce of meat, judge carefully 
the various portions and get every 
possible cent out of a carcass. When 
he can do these things he gets a com- 
mensurate salary, ranging from $25 to 
$35 a week. That salary anrwers one 
of the reasons for higher prices of 
meat. Butchers were getting a good 
salary a decade ago when they re- 
ceived from $15 to $20. Te this add 
the high cost of rents for doing a 
downtown business, the ealarics that 
must be paid accountants, solicitors 
and chauffeurs of delivery Wagons; 
the cost mounts fast. 

NO DIFFERENCE, 


“At that race, I could do much 
better at the little shop near home,” 
you probably say, if you deal with 
one of the great downtown establish- 
ments. The big butcher has the 
choice selection of meats; he buys in 
such large quantities that he gets re- 
bates, and in other ways he has the 
advantage over the small man. There 
is little difference in the end as to 
expenses and profits In the business. 

When asked as to the imperted 
meats, Young deciares the purchasers 
are not getting the bargain they im- 
agine, should they buy for three or 
four cents a pound less. 

“According to scientific investiga- 
tien. frezen meat loses from 25 to 
33% per cent. ef its nutritive value. 
a well-known fact that the 
porous nature of beef which has been 
frozen allows al! of the albumen to 
be cooked out. The onty way to get 
the benefit of this very important 
pertion of meat is to use the juices in 
gravy or soups: and then much of 
it escapes. With it goes much of the 
favor. There you have the reasons 
why frozen beef is not becoming pop- 
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and figure it a good percentage on; . 


cool it gradually for several days and' 
then place it in refrigeration at a 
point just above freezing and trans- 
port it to this country—it will be meat 
worth while and really competitive 
with local meats. Until steamships 
are better arranged for this particu- 
lar business, there is not much like- 
lihoed of this happening. 

“The opening of the Panama ‘a- 

nal may see better veasels here, some 
from the Seuth American countries, 
and they will open a new field of im- 
portation.” 
The great cry which has been pass- 
ing over the country against the con- 
sumption of veal has had no effect on 
buyers, In Southern California at 
least. 


“They are buying and using al! the 
veal we can obtain,” says Young. ‘‘The 
agitation against it in the newspapers 
and magazines has been futile and 
hes only stirred many persons to a 
thought of veal cutiets or chops and 
advertised the calf.”

FUTURE HOLDS 
RICH PROMISE. 


Crops Good and Railroad Men 
Are Optimistic. 


New Records Being Hung 
U pin Ocean Traffic. 


Other Buoyant Notes of the 
Common Carriers. 


“Bigns of prosperity are increasing 
with the patter of the rain and op- 

ism is rampant,” said General 
Freight Agent Anawalt of the Santa 
Fe yesterday. 

“This rain is dollars,” he continued. 
“Best of all for the citrus growers it 
is holding back shipments, which vill 
give the Florida crop a chance to get 
off the market. Our reports show 
that 200 carloads of Florida fruit are 
being shipped to market daily. But 
the end is near and then the Califor- 
mia fruit can monopolize the market 
and our growers set the prices.” 

Continuing Anawalt stated that he 
had no reason to correct a previous 
‘estimate that the State's citrus crop 
will run 3000 care above even the 
most optimistic of the official esti- 
mates. “The oranges have been fat- 
tening.” he said, “and there wii! be 
fewer to a box and consequently more 
boxes.” 

Anawalt also stated that reports 
from all California stations show in- 
creasing shipments of produce and 
Plans for largely increased acreage. 

The weekly reports of the Southern 
Pacific traffic department show large 
restocking of the California ranges 
since the rains. Most of the move- 
ment of cattle is from the: north, 
where pasture was available during 
our dry season. A _ big increase in 
the cantaloupe acreage of the Impe- 
rial Valley is also forecast.

JOSEF TOFMANN, VIRTUOSO, IN 
PIANO RECITAL. 


Madame Namara-Foye and Franz 
Beenie! in Concert Early Next 
Week—Extraordinary Musical Ac- 
tivities in Concerts and Hecitals 
Promised Within a Fortnight.

Practically all the professions have 
been undertaken by women. One, 
however, had until now escaped the 
invasion: no woman orchestral con- 
ductor was known to have reached & 
highestandard of excellence in that 
pursuit. It is so no longer, for Mad- 
ame S. Maquet-Devilder has scored 
& success that few man have equalled 
in recent years. 

This remarkable woman was the 
Gaughter of a very wealthy banker of 
Lille, France, had received an unu- 
sual musical education in Paris, and 
had displayed rare talent in compo- 
sition and orchestra) direction. 

Through music, which has made so 
many matches and happy marriages, 
Mile. Devilder met Maurice Maquet, 4 
well-known conductor of choral and 
orchestral societies. The able di- 
rector soon discovered the latent tal- 
ent of the young woman, then 13%, 
and additional charms aiding, fell in 


love with her and promptly married} 


her. For nearly twenty years Mme. 
Maquet seconded her husband in his 
work, directing the rehearsals of the 
variéus organizations he was inter- 
ested in. The Maquets’ great team 
work was one of the features of mu- 
sical life in France for many years. 

But Paris did not have for these 
musicians the irresistible lure it exer- 
cises over artists in general. 

Possessed of ample means, the 
Maquets moved to the northern city 
of Lille, where they organized a 
choral society and orchestra, far away 
from the capital. 

As years progressed, the choral! so- 
ciety became one of the best in 
France, and the orchestra took rank 
among the most eminent. 

Mr. Maquet had prepafed a Schu- 
bert/recital which was to reach in ex- 
cellence of production the highest 
goal. We had rehearsed for months 
the «reat choral jubilee of Lille, as- 
sisted by his brilliant wife. ’ 

But death claimed suddenly the tal- 
ented and ambitious musician. In 
the midst of her grief the young wid- 
ow realized that the work of years 
hed too far progressed to be aban- 
coned. 

Gathering herself together, she re- 
solved that the gheat undertaking be- 
gun with love and hope should now 
become the suitable memorial to the 
leader who had passed away, not only 
from his mate but from all those 
who had worked with him for years. 

Being part Fiemish and _ part 
French, she inherited from her north- 
ern father a statuesque physique 
which makes her of striking appear- 
ance. 

Her control over singers and mu- 
dicians i« tremehdous, as she has over 
twenty years of teehnical experience. 

Those who attended the Schubert 
recital will never forget the first ap- 
pearance of the first feminine choral 
and instrumental conductor. 

Tt te sald that when Mme. Maquet 
appeared in widow's weeds she seemed 
to be an inspired Brunhilda, a god- 
@eas from some northern mythologi- 
cal tale who had come to wield the 
baton that had so recentiy fallen 
from the hands of the director. 

The effect on the public was elec- 
trical. She directed as in a dream, 
yet with great intelligence and fery 
temperament. Conquering her erief, 
she presented the Schubert mass in 
all its sublime magnificence. 

Gince then Mme. Maquet, realizing 
that her only interest tm life lay in 
the field of conducting, has continued 
to direct her orchestra and choral so- 
ciety with eminent success. Flatter- 
ing offers have been made to her 
from many cities, which she has de- 
clined. to devote herself to the up- 
building of the music in her own na- 


tive city. 


Josef Hofmann. 

Josef Hofmann needs no introduc- 
tion to the musical public of this city. 
It ie his sixth visit to the Pacilic Coast 
in fifteen years, and on each {rip west- 
ward Angeles and San have 
been included in his itinerary. This 
year Hofmann, now 36, comes to us 
better equipped than ever before, and 
wae heard here eighteen years 
ago, and he gives us an insight into 
the beauties of Chopin, Beethoven and 
Rubinstein, and is equally at home 
transposing the ideas of the geniures 
of the piano, Brahms, Bach, Mendels- 
sohn, Schumann and Lixzt.,. The Rus- 
sian and French echools are likewlse 
in the Hofmann repertoire, for he is 
20 serious in his art and in his duty 
to the musical public that he never 
presents himself in recital withovt 
giving due prominence to those com- 
posers who wrote for the piano.

Net only has he built an automobile 
and invented many of the parts that 
are an improvement on early automo- 
biles, but he is a watchmaker, and 
knows many mechanical tricks that 
would enable him to earn a capital 
salary aS manacer or foreman of 
some big mechanical and manufactur- 
ing industry. There is probably no 
pianist today who knows the me- 
chanical parts of a piano like Hof- 
manp. Knowing his instrument so in- 
timately, he can make it perform 
harmonies that but few pianists reai- 
ize are possible when one realizes the

with John Galsworthy's comedy, “The 
Pigeon.” 

From the central characters down 
to an incidental policeman, the en- 
tire cast will be made up of actors 
anc actresses who have proved their 
ability, many of them of national 
reputation. It is to be the poaiicy of 
the Little Theater to pay attention 
to the smallest details of every pro- 
duction as carefully as if each were 
being staged for a Broadway run. 

The play chosen for the opening, 
“The Pigeon,” is the most entertain- 
ing of all the works of the famous 
English dramatist and novelist, John 
Galsworthy, and its quality has been 
proved by the fact that it ran for

cut one man with hie Bowle knife and 
J taid out two others. In less than 
two years Clay had engaged in nine 
other fights, in which there had been 
considerable cutting and shooting on 
both sides. 

One of Clay's fiercest fights was 
with a pro-slavery wvully named si! 
Turner of Foxtown, during which he 
killed Turner with his reliable kntfe 
and received sixteen wounds himself, 
four of which were in his breast ard 
side. In .another fight he was snot 
through the right lung, and sent his 
knife into his adversary’s abdomen, 
from which the latter died on the 
following day. Clay emerged from 
a two-weeks’ nursing of his dange:- 
ous wound. 

But his greatest fight of all was 
with Sam Brown, the most notorious 
pro-slavery bully in Louisville, who 
had never lost a battle, but whu 
was nearly slashed to pieces, Clay ré- 
ceiving in return a pistol wound just 
above the heart. This fight was 
opened by Brown, who struck Clay 
with an umbrella, when the latter 
slapped him in the face, upon which 
Charles Wickliffe, Jacob Ashton and 
Ben Wood rushed upon Clay and held 
him while Brown drew a deringer 
and fired, striking Clay in the breast 


drew his bowle, and the trio thet 
had been holding him fell back, and 
he nearly split Brown's head open 
at the first blow. Brown had drawn 
another pistoi, and was about to fire, 
when he Was stunned with another 
blow that opened the skull. Brown 
was now at the mercy.of Clay, who 
finished him by cutting off his nose, 
then one of his ears and then gashing 
out one of his eyes. Then the trio 
rushed upon Clay, with hickory sticks 
and chairs, until they were set upon 
by others, when Clay again went for 
Brown, who had been thrown over 
a stone fence, which ended the fight. 
Subsequently Clay was arrested. fcr 
mayhem and Brown came ‘nto court 
and testified that the Wickliffes and 
the Ashtons had hired him to kill 
Clay, which he had attempted to do. 
Brown lived tor several years after- 


a horrible sight, of course. 

The Civil War brought Clay to the 
front at once. He had served gal- 
lantiy in the Mexican war, and came 
out ferociously against secession, and 
scoffed and sneered at Kentucky's 
neutrality. it was not long before he 
was a general in the Union army, 
and a close and valued friend of 
President Lincoln, who in sizing up 
men made few mistakes. Clay was 
afterwards United States Minister to 
Russia and showed much diplomacy 
during the arrangements which led 
up to the purchase of Alaska. 

Only a few years before his death 
Clay married a young lady 70 years 
his junior, the sequel to which was 
another series of fights, his last en- 
counter being in 1899, at the age of 
87, from which he emerged not sec- 
ond best.

Jack Wilkinson Smith. 


For the past few years the land- 
scapes that Jack Wilkinson Smith has 
been showing in the exhibitions of 
the California Art Club have at- 
tracted increasing interest, because of 
their poetic charm and because they 
evince the painter's rapid growth in 
technical expression. We feel that 
much may be expected of an artist 
£0 finely endowed with temperament, 
so adequately equipped in the 
mechanics of his craft. 

Some time ago he held a little ex- 
hibition of Capistrano sketches and 
studies tn the rooms of the Sketch 
Club ¢n the Copp building. They 
were the record of a few happy and 
industrious months spent in the pic- 
turesque ruins of the famous old mis- 
sion. They served to place Jack Wil- 
kinson Smith among the strongest of 
eur home painters, Also among the 
most subtie, for these studies sug- 
xested much more than they actually 
told us. 

In the present exhibition, which 
opened on January 19 in the aft gal- 
lery of the Sketch Club, Copp build- 
ing. and which will close on Febru- 
ary 7, a few of these notable pictures 
from Capistrano are sh wn again, 
with a number of shore marines and 
as many new landecapes. In all, @ 
representative exponent of the young 
painter's varied talents, 

Jack Wilkinson Smith was born in 
Paterson, N. J., and studied art ip 
Chicago and Cincinnati. His early ex- 
perience in the practice of art was in 
the “newspaper game” in Cineinnati. 
While tn that city he began to paint 
in water colors, attaining a profi- 
clency that brought a ready market 
tor his picturés, which included both 
landscapes and figures. It Was not 
till he came West, six years ago, that 
he began to regard painting as the 
serious business of his life. The beau- 
ties of Southern California made 
their usual appea!—almost all artists 
fall under their spell—and then he 
finally and irrevocably discarded wa- 
ter colors for oils. 

This decision was undoubtedly a 
wise one. Water colors have their 
technical distractions, their too close 
demands. They may, and sometimes 
do, kill the spirit for the perfection of 
the letter. They permit no laxity, no 
latitude to the hand. But olls are 
free and maUeable, asking nothing but 
a fine seriousness of intention from 
their manipulator. You may twist 
them. turn them, pull them, pat them, 
and then you may scrape them away 
and begin all over again if the result 
ie not to your liking. You may carry 
,our study as long and as far as you 
nlease—the tough and patient canvas 
never rebels. Every refinement of 
tone, of color, and of line may be- 
come yours when you once master 
this medium, all strength and power 
possible to painting. Smith saw this 
and made his choice. 

There are twenty picgures in the 
exhibition at the Sketch Club. Among 
them is the shore marine, “Drifting 
Foc.” which was one of the loveliest 
of the pictures hung in the recent ex- 
hibition of the California Art Club— 
a headland of delicate bluish gray col- 
er veiled in mists, while below beats 
an tridescent sea. In “Song of the 
Surf” we have a green sea hurling 
itxelf against dark ramparts of rock. 
Both these pictures come from La- 
guna Beach. 

From Laguna Canyon we have one 

of his latest and best landscapes, 
painted after the recent spring rains 
left their tracings of emerald on road- 
side and hill. The shadows Iie in the 
clefta of the big hills like pale 
ethereal amethysts. Road and hills 
and newly-washed oaks sparkle in 
the enfoldinge sunlight, and through 
ell the picture is the harmony of 
epringtime ——- Southern California's 
apringtime — harmony of lines and 
masses and colors, at once epic and 
lyric. 
'“Mhe Storm King’ shows an oak, 
gnarled, bent and twisted by the ele- 
ments of 200 years, that reminds you 
irresistibly of the mad king on the 
heath in Shakespeare's play. Smith 
might have named the picture “Lear,” 
and you would have felt no incon- 
gruity In the title. The cloud rack fs 
full of movement, the lavender grays 
of the landscape are warmed by 
touches of tawny hues. 

The artist was permitted to climb 
on the roof itself to paint his “Tiles 
ef the Mission,” and from this unusual 
point of view and vantage he produced 
a picture of decided beauty. The 
ruined octagon rises like a towér of 
ivory in the sun, and many doves, 
snow white in the sun, flit and flutter 
across the red tiles, Other Interesting 
Capistrano studies are “Mission Cor- 
ridor.” “Serra’s Church” and “El 
Comidor.” 

Smaller landscapes of much charm 
are “Spring” and “Shady Grove,” 
their grays full of life and color.

FICTION OF DUCAL POSSESSIONS 
DISPELLED BY FIGURES.

Statistics Show Area of Entire 
County Is 116 Square Miles, in 
Which There Are 38,200 Individual 
Holders of Title to Land—The 
Crown Has Nineteen Square Miles.

LONDON, Jan. 10.—In spite of the 
recent mammoth sale of the Duke of 
Bedford's Covent Garden estate for 
$15,000,000, it would be a mistake to 
assume that the whole of London is 
owned by a mere handful of ground 
landiords, mostly dukes. 

Recently compiled statistics show 
that the whole area of the County 
of London is 116 square miles, and 
that the total number ‘of individual 
owners of land in this is 38.200. That 
simple fact disposes of a whole pyra- 
mid of fictions. Instead of a handful 
of dukes, we have 38,200 individuals, 
many of them persons of moderate 
means. 

It may be said this comparison is 
inconclusive, because most of the 
38,200 own only one house, and con- 
sequently account for but a small 
fraction of the total! area. leaving the 
“dukes” still in possession of the 
greater part of London. Even that 
is not true. The number of persons 
owning only ore house is about 14,000, 
leaving more than half of the total 
number of land owners with two or 
more houses. 

The investigation goes furth still. 
In an area like London almost cov- 
ered with houses an estate of five 
acres is a large one. and persons own- 
ing such estates might fairly be de- 
scribed as great landlords. According 
to the theories promulgated by Liovd 
Jeorge, the great landlords of Lon- 
don can be counted on the fingers 
of two hands. According to the pre- 
cise information collected by the Lon- 
don County Council, there are 700 of 
them. But this is not all. These 700 
owners of estates of five acres and up- 
ward are not a!! human individuals; 
some of them are legal personalities 
such as commercial corporations, col- 
leges and public authorities. 

The largest single landowner in 
London is the crown, essing nine- 
teen square miles, but this huge area, 
of course, includes many of the pub- 
lic parks. Next comes the Ecclestas- 
tical Commissioners, the City Cor- 
poration, and the London County 
Council itself. 

The largest individual Owners are 
grouped as follows: 

Estates above one and a half square 
milee—Lord St. Germans (Black- 
heath.) H. W. Foster CLewisham,) 
Mr. Barron (Plumstead,) Sir Spencer 
Maryon- Wilson (Hampstead and 
Charlton.) 

Estates above three-quarters of a 
square mile—The Duke of Westmin- 
ster (Pimilico.) 

Estates above a half square mile— 


Lord Dartmouth (St. Pancras and 
Lewisham, ) Prudential Assurance 
Company (scattered,) the Mercers’ 


Company (scattered,) and Magdalen 
College, Oxford (Wandeworth.) 

The area of these estates does not, 
of course, necessarily correspond with 
their value; a small estate in the cen- 
ter may be worth much more than a 
large estate in the suburbs. But the 
facts given are sufficient to show that 
the ownership of land in London is 
widely distributed.

IN ENGLAND. 


To Follow His Leader. 


The Rt. Hon. Jesse Collings, who 
from the laborer’s cottage of his 
father in Devonshire rose to be a 
member of the King’s Prive Council, 
has decided to follow into retirement 
his leader, Joseph Chamberlain, who 
a few days ago announced that he 
Was about to give up political life. 

Mr. Collings is 83 years old. The 
aged statesman has always been 
epeaty interested in popular educa- 
tion. 

Mr. Collings'’s political career has 
been principally occupied with the 
welfare of the agricultural laborers. 

Always a strong Radical! in poll- 
ties, Mr. Collins followed Joseph 
Chamberlain into the Unionist ranks 
on the introduction of the 
home-rule bill by William E. 
stone. At one time Mr. Collings was 
Under Secretary of Sate for the 
Home Department.

Actor Manager Bound to Dis«- 


appear, Says Famous British The- 
atrical Critic With Markedly Good 


Results for What the English 
Drama Stands For.

LONDON, Jan. 10.—The actor 
manager is bound to disappear very 
soon from the theater of England 
and the United States. The best ex- 
perts hold that he has had his day, 
and that the artist producer hereafter 
will dominate the theater, with 
markedly good results for the drama, 
and all that the drama stands for.

IN IRELAND. 


Home Rule or Ruin. 

There is a feeling rapidly caining 
support throughout the Nationalist 
countries In Ireland that Home Rule 
will reach the Statute Book in such 
an emasculated condition that it can 
only be described as a glorified form 
of Municipal Council. 

Every day. as the end approaches, 
responsible Cabinet Ministers are dis- 
playing painful evidence of conciliat- 
ing Ulster at any price. Six months 
ago they regarded Carsonism with 
amusement and stigmatized his belll- 
cose antics as mere buffoonery, but 
now they appear to take quite a dif- 
ferent view of the situation. In fact, 
they are magnifying the Ulster diffi- 
culty out of all proportion to its real 
significance. But what is worse, they 
are consciously distorting the facts. 

There are those who believe that 
this ministerial attitude is part of a 
scheme, sinister in its conception, to 
precipitate a quarrel with John Red- 
mond.

Public opinion in Ireland is becom- 
ing quite agitated over the whole 
business, and if John Redmond does 
not come férward soon with a bold 
deciaration as to what his final 
terme are, his supporters in Ireland 
will call upon him to do so. At 
present there appears to be no finality 
in the Home Rule plans. For instance, 
the contro! of the Postal Service was 
first an important feature of the 
Rill. Now it is proposed to pass it 
like the Customs Patents and other 
administrative departments of the 
Public Service to the control of the 
Imperial Parliament. 

Altogether the outlook is becoming 
less and less encouraging and the fact

There will soon be a general elec- 
tion in France.

ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 10.—One 
of the most interesting figures in Rus- 
sian society today is the Grand Duch- 
ess Maria Pavlovna. 

A typical Russian great lady, she ig 
highly cultured, a notable sportswom- 
an, and has very decided views on 
woman's right to her own individue. 
ality. 

One of the first royal ladies te 
shoulder a gun when shooting was 
a novel pastime for her sex, she is 
counted as the most skilled marks- 
woman who ever shot at Rambouillet. 
When stag hunting she never fails td 
be In at the curee, and in her “Troika” 
sledge she delights to chase the wild 
boar or the wolf over the snow-cove 
ered steppes. In the boudoir of her 
palace at St. Petersburg the electric 
lights are fitted on the antlers of stags 
brought down by the gun of the Grand 
Duchess. 

As wife of the redoubtable Grand 
Duke Viadimir of Red Sunday fame, 
she years ago occupied a prominent 
position at court, and frequentl¥ acted 
as hostess In the Winter Palace, more 
especially since the Empress'’s indis- 
position. But the widowed Maria 
Paviovna plays even a more important 
role in Russian social and political 
After her husband's death she 
devoted herself to the study of philos- 
ophy and natural science, and has. 
been elected president of the S8t 
Petersburg Imperial Institute. Th 
rare distinction for a woman coul 
not be conferred until the Grand 
Duchess gave her formal adherence 
to the Orthodox creed, which she did 
after having discussed its tenets fun- 
damentally with learned divines. 

In early life Maria Paviovna had 
remained an exception to the rule that 
Russian Princesses must adopt the 
state religion. There was consterna- 
tion at the time of her marriage, 
when she declared to a delegate of 
the Synod that she was prepared to 
return to her home in Mecklenburg- 
Strelitz rather than abjure Protes- 
tantism. Grand Duke Viadimir not 
being then in the direct line of suc- 
cession, Alexander III did not press 
the point. That Maria Paviovna’s at- 
titude was dictated by the wish to 
uphold freedom of conscience, rather 
than by fixed dogmatic convictions, 
was evident when her only daughter, 
Grand Duchess Helena, became af- 
flanced to Prince Max of Baden. 

It was expected that this young girl, 
her mothers constant companion, 
would have no difficulty in embrace 
ing the Lutheran faith; but here 
again Maria Paviovna came forward 
and repudiated with indignation the 
proposed change of religion. Her 
daughter was “bred in orthodoxy 4s 
befiteed a Romanoff, and should not 
shift her creed.” When the incom- 
patibility of the young pair led to the 


rupture of their engagement some 
months later, Tsar Nicholas and 
Grand Duke Viadimir were much 


istreased, but Maria Paviovna warm- 
ly defended her daughter's action 
and became responsible for her sub- 
sequent marriage with Prince Nich- 
olas of Greece. The success of this 
union has fully justified the maternal 
foresight of the Grand Duchess, : 

Grand-Duke Boris, who is now with 
his mother at Windsor Castle, is a 
well-known patron of the race track 
and an all-around sportsman. He is 
the youngest of three brothers, and as 
such has been the most indulged by his 
parents. Paris is his second home, 
and he takes the keenest interest in 
the social life pf the French capital, 
from which only his military and court 
duties can draw him back to 
Russia. He makes a dashing figure in 
his Cossack uniform of red and gold, 
leading off the Grand Mazur in the 
balls at the Winter Palace. He is an 
indefatigable dancer, and as a boy ini- 
tiated Tsaritsa Alexandra into the tn- 
tricacies of Russian waltz-steps, and 
the fieures of the Grande Polonaise. 

Boris’s vicacious temperament led 
him into many a wild escapade in his 
youth. He rode, raced, and reveled. 
having no equal tn taking a fence, or 
opening a champagne bottle after the 
manner of Russian officers by a deft 
stroke of the spur. If he has lost some 
of his impetuous ways his generosity 
remains the same. It may no longer 
be so spontaneous as when he gave 
away a purse of gold to a beggar at a 
street corner, but it is ever present, 
though exercised in a more judicious 
fashion. 

The other sons of Grand-Duchess 
Maria Paviovna are more staid, but 
less picturesque personalities. Prince 
Andrew inherits his mother’s love of 
study, and Prince Cyril! is a devoted 
paterfamilias after having been the 
hero of two striking adventures. He 


i narrowly escaped drowning after the 


explosion on his ship in the Japanese 
war: and a romantic attachment be- 
tween himsélf and his cousin Princess 
Victoria of Edinburgh (afterwards of 
Saxe-Coburg) led to her divorce from 
the Grand-Duke of Hesse in order to 
become his wife. 

Grand-Duchess Maria Paviovna fs «a 
firm believer in the development of all 
human faculties that enable an Iindl- 
vidual to live his or her own lIife, 
drawine from expertence as from re- 
flection the knowledge essential to a 
right course of conduct.

The bishops took a firm stand 
against class instruction in these mat- 
ters, and declared that instruction “in 
individual cases, ‘where it may be 
necessary,” should be given by parents 
or the child’s father confessor with 
extreme caution. 
The conferen-e condemned gymnas- 
tic exhibitions in which children of 
hoth sexes took part, as well as pub- 
le exhibitions by girls and women, and 
especially swimming ex ibitions of 
contests. 
The report ends with expression of 
deep regret that the clothing of girls 
and women “has become shameless.” 
The Association of Catholic Women is 
appealed to to take up arms against 
‘this disgraceful backeliding.”

A special dispatch from “Vienna 
quotes Azim Bey, the ex-Chief of Po- 
lice of Constantinople, who has been 
accused by Mehmed Cherif Pasha of 
heading a band of secret agents with 
orders to suppress him, a ornfully 
denying the statements connecting him 
withthe recent attack on Cherif 
Pasha. Azim Bey declared that he is 
touring the European capitals to study 
the police organizations.

has a.high-curved back and close teeth 
as long and as powerful as those of 
a dog, and this is said to resemble, 
when cooked, mullet, with a smack of 
halibut. but with more delicacy of 
texture and flavor. And there are still 
others, with hugely distended eyes de- 
veloped by straining at great depth 
after rays of light. 
' Some of these wonders come afar, 
from the ceast of Morocco, for exam- 
ple, but are in excellent condition, and 
buvers, at first somewhat intimidated 
bw the mystery of these novelties, are 
plucking up courage, and the demand 
grows daily larger. 

This. seems to bear out the saying 
that there is as good fish in the 6ea 
as ever came out of it.

A Prince's Passion. 

The Prince of Monaco’'s passion for 
eceanography has brought to light a 
specimen of a hitherto unknown 
species of fish which was found in 
the Atlantic at the depth of three and 
three-quarter miles. In honor of the 
reigning family of Monaco it has been 
called “Grimaldichtys Profundis- 
simus.”’ 

The depth at which it was found ts 
several hundred yards lower than the 
lowest depths hitherto explored and 
tends to prove the existence of other 
unknown races and species of deep- 
sen monsters at depths which have 
never been sounded, 

The grimaldichtys profandiss!mus 
is very heavy about the head, but the 
body diminishes rapidly tm sise to- 


wards the tail. dt is covered with a 
peculiar form of scales embedded in 
the skin. The head is round and 
soft, with the appearance of having 
been flgttened underneath; the eyes 
are extremely small but visible, and 
the teeth are numerous and small. 
The fish ie very pale and almost with- 
out color except for a greyish violet 
tinge tn certain parts of the head and 
underneath the body. The inside of 
the mouth is a dark violet, almost 
black. 

One of the important points of the 
discovery is to show that even the 
great depths of the sea are lighted 
by a feeble and diffuse light. 


Not Bacon, but Rutiand. 

The fantastic notion that Shake- 
speare did not write his own plays 
is not confined to English-speaking 
countries. It has round a lodging in 
France. A Socialist deputy and uni- 
verity professor, Celestin Demblon, 
has announced that he intends to visit 
the United States before very long to 
speak in support of a theory he has 
that Lord Rutland is the author of 
the plays credited to the Bard of 
Avon.

Not Typically French. 

It is generally supposed—and Is the 
truth—that the people of Paris sleep 
fewer hours than most other inhab- 
itants of large cities. They stay up 
late and rise early. Until past mid- 
night the streets of the capital are 
alive with hurfanity, and with the 
break of daylight they again assume 
an aspect of animation. But a French 
woman has probably established a rec- 
ord for the length of time stayed in 
bed, though suffering from no ailment 
until the time of her last iliness. Her 
name was Mie. Lecaulx, a native of 
Paris, but who went to the village 
of Nouvoin fifty-five years ago and im- 
mediately went to bed. Her reason, 
as she tolditit, was that she disliked 
the trouble and time spent in getting 
up. 8o, for more than half a cen- 
tury, she did not put her foot on the 
ground. She was 75 years old when 
she died. 


The German “Challenge.” 

A perusal of the Paris press shows 
that French public opinion is much 
occupied with the proposed additional 
increase of the German army and 
navy. English newspaper editorials, 
quoted in special dispatches to the 
French capital, voice the English be- 
lief that the French people have be- 
come “fatalistic” as to the prospect 
of a great European war. The sug- 
gestion put forward by the more im- 
portant of the French dailies, outside 
of the Socialist organs, seems to be 
that war will be brought about inev- 
itably by the force of circumstances, 
and that the only good policy is to 
make ready for it.

Rejoicing in Iceland. 

There is great rejoicing In Iceland 
today because at length a much-val- 
ued concession to Icelandic national 
pride has been made By King Chris- 
tian of Denmark. For some years 
the Islanders have been agitating to 
be allowed the use of their own flag 
—which is blue and white, as digtin- 
guished from the Danish colora, red 
and white—and they have at last 
gained their wish. 

Hannes Hafstein, the Minister for 
Iceland, visits Denmark several times 
yearly, in order to get the signature 
of the King to the laws passed by the 
Althing. On the last oceasion he 
earried with him a petition for the 
use of the flag of Iceland, and this 
has now been granted bv royal reso- 
lution, which permits the blue and 
white flag to be isted together 
with the Danish flag on public build- 
ings on official occasions. 

It also allows the use of the spe- 
cial flag on the territorial waters of 
Iceland, 


IN SPAIN. 
Historic Documents. 

The Spanish government as a se- 
quel to the celebration here Decem- 
ber 19 of the discovery of the Pa- 
cific Ocean tn 1513 has arranged for 
an exposition of documents relative 
to the Pacific. There have been 
brought together in the building 
known as the Archivo de Indias some 
hundreds of original manuscripts col- 
lected from the descendants of Co- 
lumbus, Balboa, Cortez, Pisarro and 
others of the Spanish Conquiscadores. 
Resides these the government ‘has al- 
lowed the documents relating to the 
earliest period of Spanish discovery 
and exploration in the new world to 
be brought from the national archives 
of Simancas, Alcala, the Escurial, the 
Royal Library and other depositories 
of originals concerning Spanish 
achievement three and four centuries 


agro. The documents, numbering 
somewhat fewer than 4000 will re- 
main here until after the Hispano- 
American Geographical Congress 
which begins April 11.

The People Have Been Educated, 
Trained to Work, and Their In- 
dustries Fostered and Protected. 
[Fiber and Fabric:] Germany is 
the richest country in Europe, de- 
clares an eminent German financier. 
The total wealth is $74,000,000,000. 
But, as there are more folks in that 
country, the wealth per capita its less 
than that of France and England. 
The French estimate for the national 
wealth of France is $1405 pep capita, 
an English estimate for the 
Englishman is $1214; Germany's per 
capita wealth is not quite $1190. 
According to the census of 1910 
the total wealth of the United States 
was $107,000,000,000, making the 
per capita valuation $1310. 

Why has the German nation grown 
so rapidly in wealth? There are three 
answers: Education, training for 
work and a protective tariff. For al- 
most a century Germany has held 
that the future lies with that na- 
tion which has the best schools. And 
eut of this broad training the na- 
tion has developed the most scientific 
protection of home industries now to 
be seen on earth. And be it remem- 
bered, Germany has rigorously quar- 
antined away from its people pesti- 
lent suspicion of the textile industry; 
and both government and people 
have approved the great industry 
which has put clothes on their backs 
and marks in their pockets.

LONDON, Jan. 10.—Those myste- 
rious people in Paris who set the 
fashions for. women all the world over 
have decreed that plain, ordinary col- 
ored hair is no longer the smart wear. 
Hereafter a woman's tresses must be 
blue, mauve, or green. Merely to be 
black or brown or blonde is to be 
antiquated and foolish. 
London, that takes crazes up slow- 
ly, recognizes this order as a serious 
factor in ultra-smart life. Already 
ultra-smart women attend balls. in 
London with beautifully blue locks 
curling around their alabaster brows, 
and from the ballroom to the draw- 
ing-room is but a small stép, so it may 
be confidently expected that the new 
mode will soon rule the streets. 
Vasco, the hairdresser, the per- 
fumed darling of the smart set in 
England, is certain there is no rea- 
son why colored hair should not suit 
English women as well as pretty 
Parisiennes. 
“The main difficulty in introducing 
a new fashion,” said Vasco, who re- 
cently came back with the idea from 
Paris, where he has a branch estab- 
lishment devoted to ladies’ colffures, 
“is that In this country people are so 
afraid to go to extremes. 
“It is gll the husbands’ fault. Wom- 
en themselves would be only too 
pleased to look smart. But husbands 
don't like to see novel effects on their 
own women folk. They prefer to see 
new fashions on other people. They 
are afraid of looking conspicuous.” 
As an artist in hair, however. Vas- 
co asserts that a woman would look 
very beautiful in a “transformation” 
of, say, blue, or mauve, or white. “if 
only she will take the trouble to dress 
in accordance.

knew and admired them so much that 
they would make beautiful excuses 
for almost anything I cared to dis- 
cuss. Indeed, ali four of the favorites 
I have mentioned and any one of 
scores that I might recall are favor- 
ites for a single reason, although 
they each express that reason differ- 
ently. 

I seriously doubt whether there is 
any real good acting in the world. 
I am very sure that we seldom see 
any of it. Nor do I know if it could 
be recognized or if we theatergoers 
want it. When it comes to stock 
companies, where we have to see the 
Same people over and over again, the 
personality counts much more than 
the role or the acting. 

Tf ever there was an acid test for 
actors, playing in stock applies it. 
Nothing short of the vivid and the 
magnetic will make this constant 
repetition. agreeable to an audience. 
If there be not grace and sweetness 
about the women, and power and 
pleasantry about the men who play 
fttock, we are soon awearied of them. 

Nor will these agreeable attributes 
suffice. To make an actor or an act- 
ress always weajcome, they must pos- 
sess vitality and character. 


This can be expressed in a dry, 
suppressed humor, like that of Har- 
Tison Hunter, who never fails to give 
the impression of ease as a man at 
home in the world, and who contrives 
to assure the audience that he is 
and will always be the graceful and 
satisfying master of any situation in 
which he may find himself. This is 
@ rare gift. which Hunter so ably 
and unfailingly demonstrates. It 
amounts to a vote of confidence in 
himeelf without the slightest hint of 
self-confidence or egotism. To estab- 
lish such a relation with the public 
is like electing oneself to membership 
in the world’s family. You will notice 
that you always like Hunter in any- 
thing he does, and that you have 
never once been able to accuse him 
of bad taste. of over-emphasis or of 
ane attempt to run away with the 
piay. 

You could not say that for Henry 
Kolker, who, though he be an admir- 
able actor, sometimes puts too much 
of Kolker into the act or who, at 
least, has occasionally failed to sub- 
Gue his part to a point of harmony 
with the tomplete characterization 
of the play. It is eaally possible, to 
make this mistake of doing some- 
thing rather too well. An April show- 
er is beautiful because it blusters so 
little. It is not trying to be a March 
wind or a June thunderstorm. It is 
simply the happiness of slow, clear 
drops drifting, rather than falling, 
from the skies through which the 
eunlight flashes and above which the 


rainbow hangs. It isn't a cyclone, but 
it is beautiful. A cyclone would be 
out of place in such a scene. 

Of course, Kolker’s personality is 
his own and it has a significance for 
the stage. It represents a school of 
fine emotional acting, but the type 
usually matures late. It is the sort 
that plays Hamlet at fifty, and let 
me predict that we will yet see Kol- 
ker in big tragedy if we live long 
enough. That he will do so, there is 
hardly a doubt. There is something 
in so uch purpose and usefuliness 
which sustains the body in which it 
appears. 

We need these fellows who rant 
when they are young and who give 
us the frenay of forces more in tune, 
yet splendidly liberated, when they 


are older. Yet for a steady diet we 
like the chaps like John Drew, Nat 
Goodwin and Harrison Hunter the 


‘better. They give us something as 


fine ag it is droll, presenting a sort 
of stubborn finish, like the smooth- 
shaven man who could grow a vast 
beard and whogwill not. 

If you give him a chance with the 
right play and support TI think Hunter 
could give us a production as delight- 
ful as many m better known to a 
larger public and perhaps much lees 
deserving. 


You remember David Hartford, of 
course. The public may be fickle. 
but not so much so that it can, in a 
few weeks discard the idols of years. 
Well, Hartford has a fine angle of 
personality of which people are un- 
likely to tire. I ghould analyze it as 
character. The man is all iron and 
fire. He has a big presence and he 
always carries his work to a certain 
comfortable level. It balances 
with good stock and I can never sufi- 
clently regret the loss of men like 
Hartford, Bosworth and Neill to the 
motion-picture business. 

I said business because I always 
think of the enterprise as commer- 
cial rather than artistic. The very 
fact that we do not get the person- 
alities of actors from films makes me 
feel that these pictures have reached 
their limit of popularity and influence 
and that the interest in them will 
wane rather than increase. Their 
wide acceptance ig not to my mind a 
happy comment on universal mental! 
values. I speak now of purely en- 
tertainin and romantic pictures. 
Those of educational intention have 
their own distinct mission and are 
above question. 


Harry Mestayer, Charley Ruggles 
and Forrest Stanley are generally 
seen in roles presenting the anime- 
tion and the hope of youth. They are 
born optimists. They strike cheer to 
the heart. This is not because they 
are glwen parts of that kind. They 
are the thing. Mestayer is a dynamo 
of optimism: Stanley is a regular 


“look-up, lift-up" sign post, and Rug- 


gles is in a perpetual state of evan- 


escence. The three together could 
light a city with every power-house 
within fifty miles out on a strike. 

At the risk of making this the 
deadly parallel of a class-day proph- 
ecy at the commencement exercises 
of a High School, I would like to pre- 
dict, both because of his rare ability 
and for other reasons, that Stanley 
will land in New York within a couple 
of years and that the managers there 
will soon put him on the road in ro- 
mantic rules with good companies. 

In his stock work I am sometimes 
a little impatient with Stanley be- 
cause it is just good enough to show 
me that it is not half so good as he 
could do. His studies have to be 
made quickly and he does not have 
the opportunities for finishing a crea- 
tion in the manner which his peculiar 
gifts require. Give him a chance at 
something big in good faith, with, un- 
limited time to reach his own per- 
fection in it, and you will see a grace 
of presentation which will be both 
joy and power. Stanley has not ar- 
rived, but he is coming. 

No doubt we all know many good 
actors who are enjoyable a few times 
in season, but who we would not care 
to see every week or even once a 
month. it is pérhaps because they 
are so-much themeelves and succeed 
in giving us themselves so completely 
that we are entirely satisfied abeyt 
them as artists after one or two pre- 
ductions, It is not because they ate 
not real artists nor that they lack 
character, but rather that their indi- 
viduality is so distinct as to bring oe 
under its permanent conviction.

If there is anything which stamps 
the memory of an actor upon us In a 
way that is unforgetable it is the 
happy faculty which some possess of 
allowing the light that is in them to 
shine from their faces. I think I 
would call it the illumined brow. It 
is the radiance of the brilliant and 
the halo of the good. 

A very few actors have a certain 
presence which weaves a spell of 
magic for their audiences. It is an 


indefinable quality—a something in- 
tangible, Dut very real. It probably 
comes from a perfect consciousness of 


the right relation of the part to the 
audience and to all of the world. 
Surely it must be born out of a heart 
and mind fall of understanding and 
peace and the possession of a nature 
devoted to art as a consecrated serv- 
ice to humanity. It is worn dike a 
mantie of beauty and streneth and, 
for me, it is the completeness of at- 
mosphere.

Nations, of which the Chickasaws 
were among the most prominent. 

“It is rather a complex question 
about our tribal rights since Indian 
territory, absorbed by Oklahoma, be- 
came a State. I never know anything 
but the civilized aspect of life. § it 
is one of poignant memories of my 
youth of seeing what we called the 
uncivilized Indians dressed up in full 
regalia, the picture-card Indian as it 
were. The Seminoles, the Comanches, 
but entirely tamed and not at all fe- 
rociouae ag I remember them, the va- 
rious Pueblo tribes about the Rio 
Grande would visit our village and al- 
ways pay their respects to my 
mother. She would always extend 
them hospitality. but I was so afraid 
of those decked-up children of the 
forest that I feared to go before them. 
As I grew older, of course I lost all 
this timidity. But the fact remains 
that though I am proud of belonging 
to the Chickasaw nation, for we still 
claim our entity and our tribal laws 
are sacred, I never saw a befeathered 
or blanketed Indian except those who 
dressed up for some sport or at a 
Wild West show or some circus-like 
performance. This shows how wide- 
ly the various nations of the abo- 
rigines have gotten apart. 

“My mother's people were always 
prominent in the tribal affairs of the 
Chickasaws even before they separat- 
ed from their kindred stock, the 
Chocktaws. and had crossed the Mis- 
sissippi. My uncle, Gov. Db. H. John- 
ston, is one of the most beloved and 
useful executives which the Chicka- 
saw nation has possessed. My mother 
died when I was about half grown, 
and after I had finished my course at 
Bloomfield I made my home with my 
uncle.

I have fol- 
lowed the migrations of the tribes 
through all written sources, and of 
course I have much tradition from my 
people. All my sons have inherited 
this love of history.

Of these the Anglo-American fair 
will possibly be most talked of by 
travelers from this side of the At- 
lantic, and most sought out by them, 
but Leipsic ig offering the most note- 
worthy attraction of all, none the 
less.

At this writing applications for 
space have been received from Italy, 
France, England, Austria, the Neth- 
erlands, Switzerland, Portugal, Tur- 
key, Chile and Siam. Unofficial assur- 
ances of participation have come 
from Russia, Sweden, Hungary, 
Greece and Japan. 

The two countries last named 
might be pardoned had they made 
no plans of such sort, for they are 
this year to have rather full hands 
in the way of festival celebrations, in 
the coronations of their monarchs, 
the Mikado Yoshihito and King Con- 
stantine. Exact dates have not yet 
been publjished, but it is generally un- 
derstood that both events are te 
transpire in the fall, and features of 
historic interest and most picturesque 
color abound in the plans of both 
Greeks and Japs. To give a single 
instance, it is reported §§ that the 
monks of Mt. Athos, the celebrated 
monastery on the Aegean coast, now 
included in Grecian bounds, are to 
send to Athens the imperial robe 
and crown used in mediaeval cere- 
monies by the Byzantine emperors.

A QUEER MUSEUM. 


Connected With a Paris Hospital Is 
a Collection of 5000 Moldings of 
Skin Affections. 


[Paris Correspondence Salt Lake 
Tribune: ] T have always flattered 
myself that I knew the tins and outs 
of every museum In Paris, but I have 
Just discovered that there is at least 
one museum here which, until the day 
before yesterday, I had never heard 
of, as has probably nobody outside 
of the world of medical specialists. 

It is the skin museum, which has 
been built up by an old man named 
Baretta. There is considerable 
anxiety among doctors because he does 
not wish to let anyone into his secret, 
which, if it disappears with him, will, 
the specialists believe, be a disaster to 
science.

Tom McGee is the labor agitator, 
an LW.W. with brains, who considers 
ends rather than means but does not 
ignore his conscience altogether. 
Bud McGee ts a nephew whom Miss 
Connor has taken under her wing. 

Truesdale and Ward fight a furious 
commefcial battle and the former 
wins a disastrous victory; Madeline 
discovers that Hebden is the father 
of Bud McGee, whose mother has 
been deserted—and the way Madeline 
deals with the “villain” is most con- 
seling to the reader. Hebden turns 
his affectionate attention to the wife 
of Ward and is discovered by the hus- 
band, who is rather too surprised to 
be violent. 

The plot is very involved but won- 
derfully well handled. Agnes Laut, In 
writing “The New Dawn,” has proved 
herself a literary architect, has built 
a story that shows careful planning, 
and has executed it in a way that re- 
veals painstaking labor. There are 
innumerable ramifications—all bearing 
on the central theme, which is “The 
creed of Ward and how it works 
out." The case of Engineer Kipp, 
who made true reports and tried to 
blackmail Ward's company and is 
murdered: the craftiness of Obadiah 
Saunders, Ward's private secretary, 
who believes God will forgive him for 
all of the “dirty work” done; the 
strike, and the lawsuit are all handled 
with skill and heighten the interest 
and the value of the book.

Hw 
without the dramatic inetinct. how 
very little ugé would all ef this ex- 
perience have been! There never 
was a good piece of fiction created 
and written without a sense of the 
dramatic in the author. It is the 
dramatic instinct which helps in the 
selection of situaticns and the re- 
jection of unimportant detalis so 
to preserve the symmetry of a story. 
and to keep the action unimpeded and | 
the interest sustained. Many a story 
sadly lacking in the dramatic ele- 
ment seems to squeeze past the 
publisher’s Argus eye: but its flight 
is not long sustained. It is the 
dramatic foresight of the author, 
knowing where to place the high- 
lights, and where to subdue the 
tones, that makes a story delightful. 


And the drama is merely the stery 
placed in an upright position, and 
set into action, with the scenic 


descriptions before tne eyes instead of 
in print, and all non-es#entials 
eliminated. Happily the “continued” 
drama has not dawned upon the Orc- 
cidental mind as ~»poassibility, al- 
though it is witnessed at the Chinese 
Theater.

POINTS IN THEIR FAVOR. 

As regards the first point, it re- 
Quired little to prove that dogs, reach- 
ing no higher than a man’s kriee, were 
less visible from a distance than 
horses. On the point of endurance 
the dogs’ victory was quickly appar- 
ent. The horses, with the dead weight 
of guns on the:r backs, were tired at 
an early stage. All the six horses 


fed b once a day, at night, after 
the tedious day's marching and mimic 
fighting. 

They were supplied with water only 
when halts of their regiments for oth- 
er purposes gave opportunity for their 
wants being supplied. They halted for 
the night wherever the regiment hap- 
pened to be, now sleeping in the open, 
now huddled together under the 
porches and doorways of some cha- 
teau or farm house. Often for a whole 
day at a time they lay motioniess in 
the sweltering sun; not one of them 
betrayed himself by as much as a

It was here that Kelly learned the 
first principles of hurdling, although 
at the time he had no idea what he 
was doing. 

To make a long story short, Kelly 
entered high school and was given 
some systematic training, with the re- 
sult that he blossomed out as a re- 
markable interscholastic athlete of 
all-round ability. 

On entering U.S.C. he was consid- 
ered a star, but not a world’s cham- 
pion, but a year later vindicated the 
judgment of the few friends who 
were instrumental in sending him to 
the Olympic games, by winning the 
high-hurdlies champion- 


QUALITIES THAT WIN. 

Rose and Laird had much the same 
sort of early athietic experience. Rose 
was probably the world's greatest 
weight man, and while Laird has yet 
to attain international fame, the pros- 
pects of his doing so appear excep- 
tionally bright. 

These cases are cited merely to 
show the men and boys entering The 
Times Olympiad that perseverence, 
patience and stamina are the all nec- 
essary and cardinal virtues in de- 
veloping athletic excellence.

Verde Mine to Accommodate 


Standard-Gauge Cars. 


Enterprise Entails Large 


[@pectal Correspondence of The Times | 
PRESCOTT (Ariz.) Jan. 23.—A 
tremendous work has been started 
by the United Verde Copper Company 
in the enlargement of the 6200-foot 
Hopewell tunnel to accommodate 
standard-gauge railroad ore cars. The 
tunnel, which taps the main shaft of 
the company’s property at the depth 
of 1000 feet, is now seven feet, two 
inches high and nine feet wide. It 
is to be made nine feet high and thir- 
teen feet wide. 


At its interior terminal ample 
switching room is to be provided un- 
der the doors of immense cavern-like 
ore pockets and the cars will be 
there loaded for a clear journey 
down hill to the company’s new 
smelter at Clarkdale, in the Verde 
Valley. 

The company will be the only one 
in the Southwest equipped for han- 
dling ore direct from the mine 
chutes to the reduction furnaces, thus 
avoiding much of the cost and trou- 
ble that usually attends such work. 
The initial cost will be heavy, but will 
be repaid with heavy interest. Con- 
struction is now well advanced upon 
a new electric railroad system of the 
most modern character to connect 
the tunnel mouth with the smelter. 
The old reverberatory furnace of 
the Humboldt smelter has “gone 
out” and smelting will be discontin- 
ved until the new furnace is com- 
pleted. In the meantime the concen- 
trates from the milling plant will be 
shipped to the Hayden smelter. The 
Humboldt company is to experiment 
with the flotation system of concen- 
tration, and will start a test mill on 
its ores within a few days.

duction Emerged from Embryonic Stage and Became 
Reality—Record of Progress in Development of 


Increase Petroleum Pro- 


OT since the discovery of pe- 
troleum has such progress been 
made in the oll industry the world 
over, as was witnessed during 1913. 
Recognizing the growing importance 
of oll in relation to the world’s fuel 
supply, individuals, companies, cor- 
}porations, syndicates and even na- 


tions have been exerting every 
energy to increase the production of 
petroleum. 

Notwithstanding the wonderful rec- 
ord, however, it is certain that 1914 
will set a new mark for advancement 
in the industry. The conditions which 
made for tremendous progress ast 
year have been augmented by new 
factors; those who are well in touch 
with world conditions believe the age 
of of] is at hand. 

However, the year 1913 will always 
take a place in petroleum annals as 
a period of tremendous progress. 
Some idea of the extent of the work 
carried on may be gained from the 
following etatement of Dr. David T. 
Day, concerning activities in foreign 
countries, issued by the United States 
Geological Survey: 

The feature of chief interest “in 
connection with the foreign petroleum 
industry in 1913 was the active pros- 
pecting for new oll deposits. The 
prospecting extended to very remote 
regions, including South Africa, 
Southern Chile, Patagonia, many is- 
lands of the Pacific, China, Japan and 
the East Indies. 

Phe prospecting of most interest to 
the United States was that in the West 
Indies, Central America, and South 
America, on account of the approach- 
ing completion of the Panama Canal, 
In Venésuela American capitalists 
were actively pros im many re- 
gions, chiefly along the northern 
border. More than twenty field 

were engaged in exploration 
with a view to the selection of the 
most promising oi) field that might be 
developed, working under a provision- 
al concession from the Venezuelan 
government. These “capitalists and 
others were also actively and success- 
fully developing oil concessions on the 
adjacent island of Trinidad. 

In Colombia, English, American and 
Canadian of] interests were concerned 
with concessions for the development 
of large areas where, though no large 
oll welle have been developed, the 
seepages of ofl and asphalt are so 
significant as to lead to the hope of 
a large addition to the supply of fuel 
ofl. The Cowdray interests withdrew 
from Colombia in the latter part of 
the year. 

There was delay in developing the 
oll fielde of Argentina, owing Ap- 
parently to the desire of the govern- 
ment to retain the oil as a national 
monopoly. 

In Chile a governmental commis- 


tions in the Magellan region and made 
a favorable report. 
VIGOROUS CAMPAIGN. 

In Ecuador the Cowdray and other 
interests carried on a vigorous cam- 
paign for the acquiring and develop- 
ment of areas showing oil indications 
im the interior, as well as in the re- 
gion of thé o14 wells near the coast. 

Interest was shown in the pos- 
sibility of finding olf in Panama, 
Coata Rica, Nicaragua and Honduras, 
but so recently that there has not yet 
been time for a significant result.

drilled near Azusa. In Cuba drilling 
for ofl was resumed near Havana, 
Cardenas, and Montembo. Explora-

The importance of these additions 
can not well be overestimated, for in 
spite of the universal judgment that 
the Mexican flelds are potentially very 
great the fact remaing that so far as 
present supply is concerned Mexico 
has been practically limited to two or 
at best three large wells and not a 
very large number of smaller wells 
of most uncertain character. 

Of the large wells the American 
(Doheny) interests owned two and the 
English (Pearson) one._Even with the 
phenomenal energy of the exploration 
work it was questionable whether new 
wells would be found promptly 
enough, under the peculiar Mexican 
conditions, to maintain present ship- 
ments, let alone supply a combined 
fleet of about forty large tank steam- 
ers. The supply is now ample. 

As an evidence of the peculiar char- 
acter of petroleum commerce, it is 
Probable that with this additional sup- 
ply the price per barrel will increase, 

use the greater confidence in the 
supply will stimulate the adoption of 
Mexican oil for refining and for fuel. 

The eight-inch pipe line of the 
Mexican Eagle Oil Company (Pearson 
interests) was completed from Potrero 
del Liano to Tampico. The refinery of 
this company between La Barra and 
Tampico, north of Panuco River, te 
nearing completion. Among many oth- 
er interesting developments in Mexico 
was the continued interest in the 
Topiia ofl field, near Tampico, where, 
in spite of many wells going to salt 
water, the unusually large gushers oc-

“IT had been pestered a good deal 
by my father, who argued that I 
ought to satudy law or medicine. The 
professions were teetering up and 
down in my mind when the attorney 
for the accused.in a murder case 
hired a witness and established an 
alibi for his client. Everyone knew 
or felt that a swindle had been 
worked on the community and the 
court. Personally, I charged the out- 
rage to the whole legal profession, 
from Blackstone and John Marshall 
down.

“Bach human being f# a separate 
machine, which works In its own way 
and often mysteriously. A man may 
show the symptoms of one disease 
and actually be suffering from some- 
thing else. The hair-trigger doctor, 
blurting out his first impressions, 
may have to change his statement 
later on. Doubt, then, would dis- 
place confidence in the patient's 
mind and the family might gabble al! 
over the neighborhood. Doctors must 
keep their mouths shut, except about 
subjects unrelated to the sick per- 
son. Likewise, they are cautioned 
to shun newspaper reporters and in- 
terviewers.” 
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WHAT THE I.W.W. Is. 


(Editorial. 


HE 1.W,W. was organized in 1905 by @ party of radical] laborite leaders, 
who met for the purpose in Chicago. 

There already were labor organizations for the protection of the 
worker, but these “radicals” felt that there was room for a society that 
should do something more than this—a society that should openly declare 
war upon all employers of labor and work persistently for the abolition of 


the wage system. 


In the early days of jts existence—and, in fact, up to within a com- 
paratively few years—the average American citizen has had but slight ac- 
It has been supposed that it was a 
rival of the American Federation of Labor, working along somewhat differ- 
ent lines, but having a similar purpose, and the reason why the truth was 
not known was that little publicity was given to the real principles upon 
which the association was based. says Josiah Fenton in the Paterson Press. 
_ In order to secure a clear understanding of the situation the following 
paragraphs gre quoted from the constitution of the organization. 

“The working class and the employing class have nothing in common,” 
declares the preamble. “Between these two classes a struggle must go on 
until all the tellers eome together on the political as well as the industrial 
field, and take and hold that which they produce by their laber through an 
economic organization of the working class, without affitiation with any po- 


Quaintance with this organization. 


litical party. 


“We find that the centering of the 


of industries into fewer 


and fewer hands makes thé trade unions unable to cope with the ever- 
growing power of the employing class. The trade unions foster a state of 
affairs which allows one set of workers to be pitted against another set of 
workers ip the same industry, thereby helping defeat one another in wage 
wars. Moreover, the trade unions aid the employing class to mislead the 
workers into the belief that the working class have interests in common with 


their employers. 


“Instead of the conservative motto, ‘A fair day’s wage for a fair day's 
work,” we must inscribe on our banner the revolutionary watchword, 


‘Abolition of the wages system.’ 


“It is the historic mission of the working class to do away with capital- 
ism. The army of production must be organized, not only for the every-day 
struggle with capitalists, but also to carry on production when capitalism 
shall have been overthrown. By organizing industrially we are forming the 
structure of the new society within the shell of the old.” 

It was in these incendiary and revolutionary words that the Industrial 
Workers (Wreckers) of the World originally declared open war upon the 
employer, and its members have never receded from this position. Where 
other organizations of labor have sought to harmonize the mutual interests 
existing between capital and labor, the 1.W.W. has refused to recognize that 
such interests exist. Where other labor organizations have asked for re- 
forms, the 1.W.W. admits that it will be satisfied with nothing short of 


actual revolution. 


Where other unions have, at least, professed to be con- 


servative in their purposes, the L.W.W. is frankly destructive. It looks for 


no conciliation—it wants nothing but war. 


As a Socialist writer, who de 


acribed this new movement in industrial America in the New York Times, 


admitted: 


“The LW.W. declares war on capital—war to the death.” 
“Against a position of this sort, even the cold logic of facts is powerless,” 


said Mr. E. S. Randolph. 


“If the worker is not to be satisfied with his right- 


ful share of the profits of his labor—if, instead of the ‘fair day's wage’ he 
persists in demanding al] the profits of the industry in which he ts em- 
ployed—we have a problem before us that will not easily be solved. 
“Threatening as fhe situation is, however, it is not easy to believe that 
the American worker will be so carried away by the sophistry of the LW.W. 
agitators that he will consent to follow them to the extremity to which 


their proposition leads. 


If he should commit such a blunder, we shal! have to 


face a worse state of industrial amarehy than the world has ever known.” 
It was Lawrence that gave this organization (organized for revolution) 

a chance to bring its peculiar propaganda prominently to the attention of the 

people in the Meet; it was Paterson that afforded it the means of keeping its 


name conspicuously before the public. 


It is trve that next to nothing was gained for the workers by the 
strike in Lawrence, and that absolutely no results (except $10,000,000 loss) 
came out of the protracted industrial disturbance in Paterson—except that, in 
both cases, the LW.W. paid agitators profited handsomely out of labor's 
wages money; it is also true that, in both cities, the workers have become 
so thoroughly disgusted with this kind of a campaign that they have repudt- 
ated their one-time leaders and withdrawn from the LW.W. erganization by 
the thousands; yet the publicity which the 1.W.W. obtained through these 
two much-advertised struggles ts even now being used to incite the spirit 
of industrial unrest in the minds of various workers in other parts of the: 


country. 


To those who are fully conversant with the LW.W. and its methods, it 
may seem strange that such an organization should be able to go on fooling 
the working men and women after having made such striking failures out 
of its most-+heralded agitatiaqns, but it must be remembered that while the 
truth about the Lawrence and Paterson strikes is known to the workers in 
those cities.-and has brought about a revulsion of feeling that means almost 
complete loss of power for the 1.W.W., the working men in other sections do 
not know all this—they do not know that while these strikes meant a terrt- 
ble loss to the strikers, practically no benefits resulted save to the leaders, 
who filled their bellies and their pockets out of the wages and the savings 


of their deluded followers. 


Instead of telling the truth about these strikes, 


the 1.W.W. agitators are boasting of the “victories” which were won by the 
organization in these cities; instead of saying that the L.W.W. has practically 
been repudiated by the workers in both places, the boast is made that the 
erganization is now “stronger than ever;” instead of admitting that the trou- 
bie is now at an end, the I.W.W. agitators are still collecting funds for the 
relief of the 120 strikers who are said to be “still in jail in Paterson.” 

The Paterson workers know that this it not true; workers in other sec- 


tions of the country do not know it. 


They think the 1.W.W. has won great 


victories in all its strikes; they do not know that practically every strike 
engineered by the 1.W.\W. has resulted in failure. 
Instead of being the friends of the working men the I.W.W.’s are his

Against all forms of lawless 
violence that is dangerous to human 
life, it is proper to raise the death- 
dealing hand of the law.

Eleven strike leaders of the South 
African Federation of Trades have 
been arrested and lodged in jail at 
Johannesburg. Bain's band of 300 
have surrendered unconditionally to 
the police, whom they hed defied by 
barricading themaelyves in the 
Hall for several days. 
heid gun pointed at bau broke 


the barricade. Organtzed workmen of 
all trades in the Transvaal and Or- 
ange Free State have almost unani- 
mously thrown down their tools and 
joined the sympathetic strike ordered 
by the Federation of Trades in sup- 
port of the railroad men who are on 
strike as a protest against the neces- 
sary retrenchment policy of the 
transportation companies. The work- 
men of Cape Colony and Natal states, 
on the other hand, have so far re- 
mained at work. One hundred thou- 
sand volunteers of the citizens’ de- 
fense force answered the call to arms 
when martial law-was proclaimed. 

The “Transveal Leader,” a newspa- 
per which hitherto employed union 
labor exclusively, announces that in 
future only non-union men will be 
employed on the paper. By its vio- 
lence wnion labor has thus lost an 
advocate of years’ standing. 

Latest advices state that some hun- 
dreds of the railway strikers are re- 
turning to work, and some union min- 
ers are Volunteering for the protection 
of life and property. Native farmers 
are replacing the striking union dock 
laborers at Capetown, where thou- 
sands of railway and other strikers 
are applying for reinstatement. Still 
very many more thousands of union 
men are yet on etrike throughout 
British South Africa. Early official 
collapse of the miners’ strike is some- 
what indicated, Martia! law is hav- 
ing its effect. The thousands of Hindu 
miners still remain passive in the 
trouble. All Sectalist agitators are 
being arrested for proclaiming “RBRiow 
up everything. Never mind whether 
hundreds are killed or not. Blow 
up all property.” Business in Johan- 
nesburg is at a standstill, Shops and 
hotele are barricaded for safety. A

The gen- 
eral opinion in Dublin is that a ma- 
jority will vote for immediate re- 
sumption of work. It will be impos- 
sible, however, for many of them to 
get their places back, as other com- 
petent help was permanently hired 
during the strike. 

In a few days there will be no 
strike of the Leeds, Eng., municipal 
workers; there will simply be about 
2000 former corporation employees 
(out of the 3000 who foolishly struck) 
out of work, and that in the middle of 
winter. Every day the heads of the 
various city departments are perma- 
nently taking on fresh men to fill the 
places of thé strikers. 

Five hundred municipal employees 
of Blackburn, Eng., have gone on 
strike. The men are all classed as 
laborers and want a wage increase 
of only one. cent an hour—that is, 
from 12 to 18 cents. The municipal 
authorities refuse this. The stokers 
at the city gas works struck in sym- 
pathy with their colleagues. 

The British National Union of Rall- 
Wwaymen's Executive Committee (the 
most powerful union labor commit- 
tee in the world) agrees that it is 
only fair that the railway police shall 
not be members of the union. The 
committee will not support any union 
effort to bring on a eonflict with the 
railway companies over this point. 

Ships’ officers of the steamers of 
the Lanca#hire and Yorkshire Ratl- 
way Company are on strike at Coole 
for more wages and better working 
conditions. 

Democratic Congressmen in com- 
mittee conference have voted against 
Congressional investigation of the 
Michigan cop strike or the Colo- 
rado coal strike, 

The Delaware and Hudson Railway 
Company strike of 5000 office and 
shopmen last week was a case of “off 
agin, on agin, Finigin.” It was all 
over in three days. The two dis- 
charged employees (the chief cause 
of the strike) are to be reinsta 
nome minor differences go to arbitra- 

on. 

Portugal hag a general railway 
strike and the strikers have wrecked 
three passenger trains, injuring 
many of the travelers. 

The strike of 12,000 men ie stt}l 
on at the Rie Tinto mines, Spain, 
which are British owned. The Span- 
ish Premier ig trying to end the 
Strike, but with little prospeet of resi 


tion, as against strikers and regula 
tion of working hours. 

The Boston Advertiser says: “There 
is no reason to believe that there will 
be any serious possibility of a general 
strike in this country for years to 

me."’ Only one in the world has ever 
succeeded and that was on the suf- 
frage question in Belgium. 

Shingle weavers in the State of 
Washington demand the eight-hour 
day for all engaged in the timber in- 
dustry, and a minimum wage of $2.26 
a day, from May i, next. 

I.W.W. agitators are invading the 
Riakho orange district with the 
avewed purpose of chasing out the 
industrious Japanese workers. Good 
white help is always very scarce 
there. 

The Kosher butchers of New York 
City are very fond of striking. They 
are at it again in sympathy with the 
dissatisfied poultry workers, who 
want a shorter work day, a minimum 
wage of $14 weekly, and recognition 
of the union. The butchers have no 
complaints as to wages and hours, but 
they also want (as they did before 
several times) recognition of the 
union. This is the second strike with- 
in five months of the poultry work- 
ers. The strike ties up the prepara-' 
tion and delivery of 106,000,000 pounds 
of poultry. In both strikes, 2500 work- 
ers are involved. 

A strike is still on at the Burden 
Iron Works, Troy, N. Y., altheugh 
the peckers have returned to work 
on terms offered by the company. 
The fight is ever the company’s right 
to discharge union workers. Troy, N. 
Y., seems to be badly union-ridden. 

The plasterers’ strike at the Pan- 
ama-Pacific Exposition buildings, San 
‘Francisco, is over and they went back 
to work January 19. The strike was 
not about wages (they are getting 
$7 a day, and the carpenters $5 a 
day.) The carpenters began it, 
claiming that as saw, hammer and 
nails were used to put in the laths 
for the plaster, it was carpenter work. 
Bricklayers and hod carriers § con- 
cerned in the strike also went back 
to work. 


The threatened strike of union 
ealiors on the steamer Cricket, Wii- 
mington, Cal, is a fa lure. Several 
union ilongshoremen accepted work 
rom the vessel, thus ‘“bustitig” the 
strike. 

The Michigan strike will 
soon be nothing but a memory of lost 
wages. Neither the Federal govern- 
ment agents nor Gov. Ferris, nor 
Clarence Darrow, nor John Mitchell, 
nor any other of the a of 
“liberty (to do as it likes) of labor,” 
have been able to induce or frighten 
the mine owners into giving up their 
liberty by agreeing to “recognition of 
the unjon,”’ and thus subjecting them - 
selves to industrial slavery in place 
of the industrial treedom they now 
enjoy.

ONDON, Jan. 10.—A striking ef- 
a fort is being made just now in 

England to rouse the parents and 
the employers of the country to a 
sense of the dangers of the boy of 
i4. At this age in Britain the youth 
ustally steps out of the safe shal- 
lows of primary schools into the deep 
waters of the industrial and com- 
mercial world, and it has been found 
by’ experience that for the most part 
he flounders gebout helplessly or 
eventually sinks. 

A conference was held in London 
the other day to consider what can 
be done with a boy during these dan- 
serous years when he is no longer a 
schoolboy and not yet a trained man. 
Politicians, educetional experts, and 
nearly 600 representatives of the 
leading firme of the British capital 
took long and serious counsel from 
each other. And agreement was 
Guickly reached on one pcint—that 
the schoolmaster, backed up though 
he be by the wealthiest and. most 
complete organization, is helpless to 
grapple with the bey aged 14, unless 
he has behind him the hearty co-op- 
eration of that boy's employer. 

The British Minister of Education 
teld the conference biuntly that in 
the whole country there were actually 
1,500,000 young people in peril be- 
cause of the lack of opportunity or 
desire to get education after they 
reached 14 years. Later, it came out 
that in Lendon today it costs 
to edueate each child and that $300 
of that amount is as thoroughly 
wasted as if it were thrown into the 
sea.

LOS ANGELAS, Jan. 1.—Q.: En- 
Closed please find sample of some sub- 
stance which I would like to have you 
identify. This was found in small 
balia, from one-half to three-quarters 
of an inch in largest diameter, about 
twelve inches underground.

A.: The sample is of that rare class 
of minerals belonging to the family of 
salines which occur in masses, having 

obular or mammilated forms. These 

orms when broken resemble lustrous 
masses of fine interwoven silky fibers, 
brilliantly snow-white in color. Ulex- 
ite (boronatrocaicit) is an associated 
mineral. 

Such samples are of value for cabi- 
nets, apilieges, blowpipe experiments, 
and so forth, but, in the commercial 
world, they are simply curiosities. 

“Nova Scotia produces Hayesine 
from very narrow veins in gypsum, 
with gliauber salt. At the Tuscan la- 
goons, as an incrustation.

A.: The @hite sample is infusorial 
earth, and its other name appears at 
the subheading. It is of good quality. 

Pure sodium sulphate is well set 
forth in the following quoted mattef, 
partiy applying to the Great Salt Lake 
of Utah: “Since observations were 
fret taken the density of the lake 
(water) has ranged from saturation 
(34 per cent.) to 13 per cent., and is 
now 18 per cent... The solid 
matter, supposed to be common salt, 
consists of only 86 per cent. of chlo- 
ride of sodium, the remainder being 
sulphates of sodium, magnesium and 
other compounds. These sulphates 
ere form by the inflow of water 
from many sulphur springs which 
empty into the lake. In the cold win- 
ter season a phenomenon is observed, 
peculiar to the Great Salt Lake. The 
sulphate compourids separate from the 
chiorides and are driven by the winds 
and waves to the shore in enermous 
quantities. By this process nature fur- 
nishes an unlimited supply of sulphate 
of soda, a compound which manufac- 
turers of soda ash in other regions 
only obtain by means of an expensive 
plant and great cost of labor—esti- 
mated at about $10 per short ton. 
From the native sulphates they pro- 
@uce giauber salts, chemically pure 
table salt, soda ash (largely used by 
giase works, woolen and paper mills.) 
carbonate and bicarbonate of soda, sal 
soda (washing soda,) and caustic 
goda, required in soap and paper man- 
wfacture, hyposulphite of sodium (a 
solvent of silver used in the leaching 
of ores,) sulphur and hydraulic ce- 
ment.”

While sample No. 1 is correctly named 
by you, it belongs to that variety of 
chrysolite which is of inferior color 
and clearness. The sample is  be- 
tween olive-green and  yellowish- 
green in color; of vitreous and irides- 
cent luster; it is not as hard as true 
chrysolite, and in composition is an- 
hydrous magnesium silicate. The 
bright specks to which you refer are 
bisrnuthinite. 

No. 2 is the first sample of its kind 

, that we have from Utah. It “yields 
‘ antimony of such inferior quality, as 

te be worthless as an ore of that 
metal” The sample is Berthierite: 
jead-gray in color; streak bilackish- 
gray; brittle; hardness 3. Of massive 


Melts in the flame of a candle. Be- 
fore the blowpipe yields fumes of an- 
timeny and sulphur. “Coats coal 
white and leaves a residue of mag- 
netic slag.” The mineral digsolves in 
hydrochioric acid, giving eff sulphur- 
etted hydrogen.

The 
struggle between employer and work- 
ing man exists, however, in Canada, 
as elsewhere, though Canada fortu- 
nately has had but slight experience, 
relatively speaking, of the struggle 
in its most acute forms.” 

The report further points out that 
the wage earning population in 1912 
was 1,300,000 in round figures, of 
whom 40,511, or about 3 pér cent. 
were involved in trade disputes. 
Analysis shows, the report says, that 
in 1911 the time losses were no more 
than one hundred and ninety-fifth 
part of the number of days ;workéed, 
so that if the loss were spread .evenly 
over the whole wage-earning popu- 
lation of Canada it would represent a 
loss per worker of a fraction under 
two days. 

Industrial troubles, it Is noted, fall 
on special classes of workers, coal 
mining and the bullding trades be- 
ing most afflicted with disputes.
